Danton Asks 
Relief From 


Zoning Rules 


The Zoning Board of Appeals 
will be confronted with a sticky 
Situation Sept.. 1 when officials 
of Danton Realty appear ata public 
hearing to ask clearance for twc 
projects it has already arranged 
for in mid-town Andover, 

The development company wants 
a special permit to authorize con= 
version of the former Killorin 
office~apartment house on Main 
Street into nine apartments, It also 
wants relief from lot dimension 
requirements which would 
preclude its putting a new business 
building on the same lot, next to 
the Post Office, Acting Town Coun= 
sel Alfred Daniels has ruled that 
both the special permit and a 
variance are necessary. 

Danton has already moved the 
“*Killorin” building to the rear 
of its property and has announced 
plans for construction of the busi« 
ness unit on the frontage, The hitch 
is this: multiple dwellings in the 
general business district where the 
Danton lot sits are permissible, 
But the town planning office re= 
ports that zoning regulations 
applicable to this situation require 
the company to have 2,500 square 
feet of land for every apartment 
unit it develops ~ or 22,500 square 
feet for nine apartments, 

In addition, the developer would 
have to provide a lot for nine 
vehicles in order to meet parking 
requirements for rental pro= 
perties,

even to visit friends at a nearby 
farm; who will resist attempts to 
improve living, educational and 
working conditions; who will 
provide decently habitable

non-contract workers or arrange 
for such recruitment by men who 
function as spotters. In some in=- 
stances farmers are unaware that 
Puerto Rican law forbids direct 
negotiation for help inthis manner, 
And a number of these non-con= 
tract farmers do very nearly as 
well by their men as those who 
accept the responsibilities im= 
posed by contracts, Nevertheless, 
the Corps urges migrants toinsist 
upon the protection of a legal con= 
tract - and points out to farmers 
that they can benefit too from the 
contract system, For example; all 
workers who come here through 
authorized channels are required 
to have a physical examination 
which means that the farmer can 
be sure of getting men who are 
free of disease and physically 
capable of working through the 
season, 

Added emphasis is being given 
this year also to the task of making 
townspeople aware that the 
migrants are here, that they stay 
for as long as eight months and 
that they need to experience some 
feeling of acceptance by the com= 
munity,

Commission which is helping to 
spread interest in the needs of 
these men who come here to 
provide what the local economy 
has failed to produce - willing 
farm labor, 

On the commission are Paul 
Cronin, a former Andover select- 
man and administrative aide to 
Congressman Bradford Morse; 
Mr, and Mrs, Robert Mascola 
from North Andover: Mr, and Mrs, 
Robert Klie of Andover; Lawrence 
Mello from Lowell Local 372,

Editorial Comment. 


Something To Consider 


Trying to unravel the mystery of why a man with a 
master’s degree in education and 23 years of experience 
in management and personnel counseling is not qualified 
to be director of a welfare department the size of that 
operated in Andover is like trying to find out who cut a 
chunk from the chocolate cake two hours béfore Sunday 
dinner. 

The acting director of State Civil Service says the 
education and experience requirements used as a basis 
for the decision that Stephen D. Bull must be relieved of 
his provisional appointment to the post are those of the 
Federal government, Department of Health, Education & 
Welfare. 

HEW says this is true, the standards are Federal, but 
that the responsibility for interpreting them rests with the 
Massachusetts Civil Service director. 

If you call the State Welfare Department with questions 
about whether or not it thinks a man with Bull’s back- 
ground is qualified or not, you are referred to the district 
office in Lawrence. And in Lawrence the director reports 
that he has nothing to do with deciding who is qualified to 
hold down a welfare job in his territory, that this job 
belongs to Civil Service. 

If you persist by questioning: ‘‘Is this a desirable 
situation?’’ the answer is ‘‘No comment.”’ 

Bull’s release is even more incomprehensible when you 
stumble on the information that there is such a shortage 
of qualified supervisory personnel for welfare positions 
that a Civil Service examination is to be given shortly to 
permit case workers who cannot meet the educational 
requirements to try for placement on an eligibility list. As 
of now, there is no such list through which the town can 
sift in search of a replacement for Stephen Bull. 

It is difficult to quarrel with Federal and State efforts 
to see that properly qualified people hold down key wel- 
fare posts. It is amazing that the imposition of educational 
requirements is so recent a thing. 

But one cannot help wondering why Civil Service is 
bent on such narrow interpretation of the requirements in 
a time when there is such a dramatic shortage of people 
who meet the precise qualifications. 

If such inflexibility is typical, then it would seem to 
confirm the recent charge that State Civil Service is so 
involved with bureaucratic procedures that it cannot 
effectively administer a personnel program for people. 

It is something for the Legislature’s Blue Ribbon CS 
Commission to consider when it sits down to write re- 
commendations for changes in the State’s personnel 
system. 


Still Inpalatable

pollution abatement district is formed proved no more 
palatable to her would-be partners around a country club 
dinner table last week then they have in a long series of 
committee meetings held in less convivial surroundings.

John Raitt will star as a moun=

Perhaps by the time elected officials from the four 
municipalities meet again in North Andover, Lawrence 
will have examined the alternatives a bit more closely. 

Lawrence needs the financial support she can get from 
her neighbors for construction of a filtration plant to 
purify the waters of the Merrimack. If it is important 
enough for her to have this support, then she must be 
prepared to sacrifice something — just like the partner in 
a budding corporation has to settle for a lesser share of 
stock if he contributes elbow grease in lieu of cash. 

And for their part, Andover officials must be prepared 
to cast off the provincial notion that they cannot work 
with Lawrence politicians without being smothered. 
Pollution is a big problem and we cannot agree with those 
members of the Board of Selectmen and Finance Committee 
who suggest that Andover should pick up her marbles and 
go it alone rather than risk playing with the big boys. 

If it is impossible to reach a compromise that protects 
the position of the smaller communities in the Greater 
Lawrence combine, such an independent move may prove 
necessary. 

But the TOWNSMAN, for one, would hope that filtration 
plants are not going to spring up, like spite fences, all 
along the Merrimack. 


A Good Move 


The Selectmen have done well to throw their support 
behind House Bill 3919 which would make mandatory the 
use of electronic voting equipment in the Commonwealth. 

Massachusetts has intended to mechanize the vote 
counting procedure for some time and until last year it 
looked like Secretary of State Kevin White was certain to 
recommend use of traditional voting machines. 

One of the strongest voices raised in opposition to a 
legal requirement that all citi¢és and towns purchase such 
‘machines has been that of Andover’s town clerk, Irving 
O. Piper. 

Knowing of the electronic alternative, and being con- 
vinced of its reliability, Piper has resisted any move to 
rush through approval of the voting machine as this state’s 
solution to election night agonies. 

He has been selfishly motivated. The town clerk knows 
that it would cost Andover $50,000 to $60,000 to equip 
its six precincts with voting machines. He knows too that 
Andover is threatened with having to take on the expense 
of added precincts, the population explosion being what 
it is. 

For this reason Piper has been among those pushing for 
use of a system of speedy tabulation that would keep 
Andover’s equipment cost to something like $10,000 and 
produce results at a speed that would eliminate the im- 
mediate need for additional precincts. 

Punch card voting has some vocal opponents. Security 
and accuracy will be problems to contend with, they say. 
The argument that ‘‘security’ will be impossible for 
computless communities that have to rely on commercial 
computer centers to count their punch cards is a weak 
one. Numerous banks and corporations — and even small 
businesses and professional men — now entrust their 
accounting procedures to centers operated by major banks 
and others. It should be a simple matter to arrange for 
security in excess of that normally supplied by such 
organizations. 

As for accuracy: If we can trust computers with the 
solutions to problems that mean the lives of astronauts. 
in outer space, we should have some confidence in their 
ability to handle a simple job of tabulating.

Officials Deddlocked 


On Key Clean-Up Issue 


Greater Lawrence officials 
‘*have come to a kind of deadlock” 
on one of the key issues to be 
resolved before any joint program 
for pollution abatement can be 
undertaken, 

Selectman Robert A, Watters 
reported following a dinner held 
at Andover Country Club Thursday 
that the City of Lawrence is 
sticking to her position that if a 
pollution district is formed, she 
should have two representatives on 
the governing board, 

Watters said Mayor Daniel P, 
Kiley told a gathering of elected 
officials from Andover, North An= 
dover, Methuen and Lawrence that 
he and the city’s four aldermen 
feel Lawrence should have two 
votes on the board if she is to bear 
more than half the cost of 
constructing a $21 million filtra- 
tion plant and a similar share of 
the operating budget, 

“The City of Lawrence seems 
quite adament on this issue,”* 
Watters said, He added that An= 
dover, North Andover and Methuen 
continue to take the position that 
representation should be on a one 
to one basis. Spokesmen for these 
communities feel that Lawrence 
could swing control of the board if 
the smaller towns did not have 
equal footing. 

Selectmen and aldermen from 
Greater Lawrence met Thursday 
upon invitation of Mayor Kiley, 
who siad he called the meeting to 
“texpedite’’ consideration of pro= 
posed legislation of the proposed 
pollution control district, 

These officials have had intheir 
hands for some weeks the nearest 
thing to a piece of compromise 
legislation that members of the 
pollution committee have been able 
to agree upon, 

Andover, however, is the only 
community involved to react to the 
draft and state the conditions that 
must prevail if it is to join in a 
district effort, At a meeting the 
week of June 30, members of the 
Board of Selectmen and Finance 
Committee voted to keep the door 
open for discussion of the regional 
approach to purifying the Merri-~ 
mack, but they stated that three 
items must be settled to its satis- 
faction: 

@ Andover does not agree with 
the proposed formula for capital 
apportionment which sets this 
town’s share of the filtration plant 
construction costs at $1.98 million, 

@ Andover favors one-for-one 
representation, 

e@And officials here want 
operating costs apportioned on the 
basis of continuous metering of 
the flow of wastes instead of in 
terms of the number of users, 

Selectman Watters said this 
week that all seemed to agree on 
this third item. 

But the general opinion is that 
none of the four partners will back 
down on the representation issue 
in time for a second meeting which 
is to be held next month in North 
Andover, 

This being the case, Watters 
asks ‘‘What happens now?’® Since

are to be allocated to regions only, 
the selectman is wondering if the 
State or Federal government will 
step in to settle the representation 
argument, 

Manager Richard Bowen de- 
clined an invitation to attend the 
Kiley dinner because he felt any 
new thinking on the question should 
be reported through the committee 
as a response to the draft legisla~ 
tion, 

The Mayor, on the other hand, 
said the committee schedule called 
for a meeting of officials as one 
step in the procedure and that he 
simply took the initiative in calling, 
it, 

Manager Bowen said following 
the meeting that he takes excep= 
tion to two statements made in 
daily press reports of the event: 

One said that neither the Law= 
rence city council nor the various 
selectmen involved have taken any 
official stand on the proposed 
pollution legislation, Bowen said 
that the Andover board indicated 
clearly in June that it would re= 
commend against creation of a 
pollution control district if certain 
specified points were not cleared 
up to its satisfaction, 

He said further that the comment 
that he has recommended that An= 
dover finance its own filtration 
facility is not accurate, 

The manager says that he has, 
in fact, warned against any prema= 
ture decision to go it alone, He 
takes the position that a savings of 
$2 million (the difference between 
Andover’s share in a district and 
private project) should not be dis= 
missed lightly, 

Bowen adds that before any final 
draft of legislation can be con= 
sidered, one question must be 
raised that has been left hanging. 
Federal government will eventuale 
ly require that cities and towns 
stop dumping storm drain wastes 
as well as sewage in the nation’s 
waterways. 

Since neither Andover nor North 
Andover dumps such wastes into 
the Merrimack, Bowen feels it 
should be spelled out now that they 
should not have to support con= 
struction of a plant addition for 
this purpose or share im any added 
operating costs,
